GSNA  members  with  access  to  the  internet  can  find  Chris  Connell  s  BYZANTINE  COIN 
PAGES  at  this  address  http://www.coin-universe.com/library/byzantine  coins/ index  lit  ml 
If  you  do  not  have  access  to  the  World  Wide  Web,  you  can  find  Byzantine  Coin  Page  U 2  in 
the  Spring  edition  of  the  GSNA  s  NEW  JERSEY  NUMISMATIC  JOURNAL.  Even  if  you 
have  access  to  both  the  Web  and  the  GSNA,  this  is  what  you  can  find  on  Chris  Byzantine 
Coin  Page  # 3 .  On  the  internet,  however,  it  is  all  in  color. 

This  coin  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first 
coin  in  history  to  present  a  portrait  bust  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Although  Jesus'  first  numismatic 
appearance  was  on  a  ceremonial  coin  struck 
to  commemorate  emperor  Marcian's  marriage 
to  Pulcheria  in  450.  on  that  rare  solidus  Christ 
is  depicted  on  the  reverse  presiding  at  the 
marriage.  The  coin  pictured  here,  however, 
features  an  icon  portrait  of  Jesus.  This 
pictured  Coin  was  issued  during  the  first  reign  of  Justinian  (I  (685-695),  and  features  a 
traditional  icon  portrait  of  Jesus.  This  image  may  have  originated  from  earlier 
representations  of  the  Roman  god  Apollo.  There  is  much  speculation  about  why  Justinian  II 
would  issue  a  coin  with  a  Christ  icon  on  it.  While  such  icon  images  would  become  common 
for  sohdi  issued  after  the  ninth  century,  it  was  unheard  of  in  the  seventh  century.  The 
inscription  on  the  coin  reads  "IhS  CRISTOS  REX  REGNANTIUM"  or  Jesus  Christ  King  of 
Kings.  Likely  is  the  propaganda  value  such  a  coin  would  have  for  the  developing  Muslim 
tribes  uniting  to  the  south  and  east  of  the  Empire.  Despite  the  religious  beauty  of  his  coins. 
Justinian  II  was  a  brutal  monarch,  and  he  was  overthrown  in  695  in  a  coup  by  Leontius, 
who  was  himself  overthrown  by  Tiberius  III  in  698.  Justinian  II  returned  from  exile  in  705 
overthrowing  Tiberius,  executing  him  and  Leontius,  and  beginning  a  reign  of  terror  that 
lasted  until  Justinian  was  overthrown  by  Philippicos  in  711.  This  second  reign  of  Justinian 
II  produced  another  remarkable  coin. 

This  com  of  Justinian  IPs  second  reign  pictures  an 
unusual  Christ  icon  with  short  curly  beard,  and 
curl\  hair  close  cropped  to  the  sides.  This  image  is 
more  Semitic,  much  less  "Apollo  like."  It  is 
reported  that  the  image  is  styled  after  a  sketch 
made  of  Jesus  during  his  lifetime,  that  was 
circulating  in  Constantinople  at  the  time.  The 
sketch  has  not  survived,  how  ever  these  unusual  sohdi  of  Justinian  II  may  actually  contain  a 
lifelike  portrait  of  what  Jesus  actually  looked  like.
